FROM MICK MERRICK, CLERK To THE GOVERNORS, 

DEDDINGTON SCHOOL 

THE FOLLOWING IS A SUMMARY OF CORRESPONDENCE BETWEEN THE. GOVERNORS OF DEDDINGTON 
SCHOOL AND THE COUNTY COUNCIL REGARDING THE PEDESTRIAN sCarSS Oe FACILITIES ON THE 
A4260 CROSSROADS, DEDDINGTON, : 

The Governors. wrote to David Hook of OCC on 6 May 199] "to let you know. how appalled we are at the 
action of your office, We believe that if you persist with your intended policy of replacing the road 
crossing supervisor with the installation of Pelican Crossing lights at the above (A4260) junction you 
will be significantly decreasing the safety. of the children at<the school, Not only do we not agree 
with your decision but the manner in which it is being carried out leaves alot to be desired," 


The letter went on to criticise OCC for not consulting with the School or Governors and reminding ther 
that without a crossing supervisor small. children were still at-risk when crossing the road, The 
letter ended by pointing out to OCC the strength of feeling that was evident within the Village on 
this matter, 


A reply was received from David Hook of OCC dated 16 May 1991, He said that he was ‘aa aware of the 
strength of feeling in the Village as evidenced by his postbag, The installation of the Pelican 
Crossing was part of a programme to improve pedestrian facilities on former trunk roads as a result of 
reduced traffic flows following the opening of the M40, Indeed Mr Hook went on to point out that the’ 
reason for no notice. being given to the School was because of the early opening of the M40 bringing 
the work forward, Mr Hook went on to say that this kind of scheme had been successfully installed in 
other parts of the county despite initial concerns, He regretted the loss of Mrs Harper's job and 
said that although a relocation.of her job was very unlikely he would consider this if circumstances 
permitted,. He closed by saying that his Group naires would vente attend a meeting to discuss the 
changes in more detail, 


This response was : eaeidehed at the haveraues meeting of 16 May 1991 and as a eauat a reply was sent 
to Mr Hook's letter, dated 20 May 1991, 


“Thank you for your recent reply to my letter regarding the above (A4260 Crossroads), I have 
discussed the matter with fellow Governors at our meeting on 16 May and I have to tell you that we 
still believe that the position of OCC on this matter is fungenent ally wrong and that your-response to

The letter (June issue) from the Production Director of Solar Designs, 
characterises their critics to be the attackers and themselves to be the victims; 
the truth is quite the reverse, I cannot accept responsibility for statements 
attributed to the Parish Council but. for my part I stand by what I have said in 
public and in my letters to Cherwell DC, The fact is that after some six years of 
operation, Solar Designs have yet to comply with certain of the District. Council's 
Conditions of the 1984 Planning Consent, Their machinery may not constitute ‘a 
statutory nuisance’ but the constant drone which penetrates my house and garden 
has, I understand, been reported by the Environmental Health Officer to be a 
Violation of the Conditions, When, as frequently, it is accompanied by pap music,” 
mast ardinary people would find it intolerable, 


Regarding hours of work, it is true that the practice of starting earlier and 
finishing later than the specified hours has been reduced: but the letter states 
that this is because of the current recession and implies that it will be resumed 
in due course, In writing to the District Council, Solar Designs stated that they 
were unable to keep to the hours laid down, This is like my saying that I cannot 
obey the law of the land because it does not suit me, To argue that certain types 
af work should be disregarded in this respect is spuricus, 


The recent extension of the car park has trought relief to surrounding streets and 
has provided a turning circle for goods vehicles, However, by belatedly meeting 
this road safety condition, a pleasant orchard has been turned into a car park and 
neighbours now suffer visual intrusion from the same number or more cars, scattered 
aver a wider area, eG 


In August last year, Solar Designs installed a large Portakabin-type building with 
na prior Planning Application, let alone Consent, In November, a retrospective 
Application was refused by the District Council, This April, the company was given 
two months' notice ta remove it, At the time of writing, it is still there, 


Solar Designs need to learn a few simple truths, What may be acceptable or even 
normal in a factory setting is unacceptable in a residential area, My wife and I 
and our neighbours are, I think, sufficiently well-known in the village for it ta 
be recognised that cur criticisms are not made cut of a spirit of vindictiveness or 
because we are anti local employment, But we hold the simple view that if, in 
obtaining Planning permission, solemn undertakings are made to preserve the 
amenity, those undertakings should be kept, And that if the District Council 
grants the Application but attaches stringent Conditions, it should monitor and, if 
necessary, enforce them, it 


The original concept of a ‘craft workshop' employing about forty local people 
including part timers, with a dozen or so cars, has long since been overtaken and 
there is now a substantial factory with over one hundred people, fifty or more cars 
and the consequential adverse effects upon the local amenity, The more recent 
decision of the North Area Planning Sub-Committee, against the combined advice of 
their professional advisers, to permit more development must surely lead to further 
erosion of amenity within what is suppposed to be a conservation area, 

While we welcome any damage-limitation actions which may be taken, it is we who are 
crying, in your correspondent's own wards, “Enough is enough!", E

_ Deddington's Day was the Flower Shaw, which was held in the Castle Grounds in the 
autumn, Every year Blakesly Band came and played, and also for dancing at night, 
Mr Driver, whe lived in the cottage on the left just before you get ta Adderbury, 
sald ginger beer and a few bananas, Close by him Mr Vincent had a frame of canvas 
with a circular hole, from which he kept poking his head and saying "Peekaboo, hit 
him on the head and have a banana," He wore a shawl and grey bonnet, 

Tichey Clarke and I were about 10 or 11] years old and we had spent cur money on 
ginger beer and we thought we could hit Mr Vincent, so we waited till someone was 
throwing and a ball came down by us which we hid, Some of the throwers had moved 
cn and Mr Vincent was talking to a man with his head in the hole soa Ticthey said he 
would throw first, He threw the tennis ball and hit him on the forehead and the 
ball came back over our heads, There were several people there, roaring with 
laughter, Mr Vincent came out and boxed Les Bennett's ears, He lived in the Market 
Place tnow the Butcher's Shop), Les said "It wasn't me, Mr Vincent", 

Mr Vincent said “Pass it on", We were waiting for another throw when Mr Vincent 
fixed us with a stare so we thought discretion was the better part of valour, 

Below the Coconut Shies in later years was a large tank with water about 3 feet 
deep with like little lemons floating on the top which ie» had-to catch with your 
teeth, Stanley Hore was about 12 years old and he had a new suit on (he lived with 
his parents in the house next ta the British Legion ) and who should arrive but the 
terrible twins Albert and Tommy (their grandfather was Wiggy Wheeler, who lived in 
Chapel Square), The twins said they would hold a leg each if Stanley would lean 
more over the water, Stanley did this and the twins gave 4 push and in the water 
went Stanley, The last we saw of the twins was bath of them darting down the banks
